In relation to the question of the secrecy 
ct the organization of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, Archbishop 
Wood said: 
“The mere observance of secrecy in rela­ 
tion to the executive business of any order 
whose aims arc purely honorable and law­ 
ful is not enough to denominate it a secret 
organization. 
Therefore, if the obligation 
demanded oi a person becoming a member 
of the Grand Army of the Republic Is 
specific, and for the simple purpose of con­ 
cealing trom the onside world private bus­ 
iness, and is not a general sweeping oath 
covering all the purper s, ac‘s and inten­ 
tions oi the organization, we do not con­ 
sider it a s' :ret st Rely. AU well regulated 
corporations and societies have the*? pri­ 
vate business, and the fact that they main­ 
tain this privacy docs not render them se­ 
cret organizations. For instance, I wrs at 
one time an officer of a bank and I took 
an oath or obligation not to reveal the sc- 
CreM of the institution, that is—net to say 
or make known whether John Smith or 
Thomas Jones had dealings with the bank. 
buck obligations we of course do not con­ 
sider injurious. If it is true then that the 
obligations of the Grand Army of the Re­ 
public is of that nature, I see no reason to 
prevent a Catholic H orn becoming a mem­ 
ber.'’ 
It will be seen according to the explana­ 
tion of the officers of the Grand Army of 
the Republic as given above, that the? do 
not come under this definition of a secret 
organization. The position of the Arch­

The lino is so closely 
drawn and the variation D so great witn 
change ot climate or latitude, or Doth, that 
Maiden’s Bindi, a bummer apple ,in parts 
of Ohio, Southern Michigan and similar 
latitudes, goes in1 > the cellars of Northern 
Michigan in November, coming out, in 
April or May, iu fine condition; while Fall 
pipm, Fa me use, bh'awarso Beauty, Melon, 
Rambo ami others, properly speaking late 
Autumn apples Iu the latitude ot Southern 
Michigan, > et supply muchrof the staple 
lor home use till the Winter *s considerably 
advanced. It is, hawever, among the long 
keepers, properly so called or what might 
appropriately be designated as Spring ap­ 
ples, that we shill find the rn* :t valuable 
varieties, whether estimated .from the 
standpoint of the producer, or *rom that of 
the cor miner. Among tlr se we shall 
find Rhode Island Greening, which go 1 
from Northern Michigan to the Chicago 
market in June, i s firm ri

from the trees; also the Baldwin. Golden 
Iii’ cit, Roxbury lit? et aud Red Canada, 
which h>3t remains ’n the markets and 
upon the _.uit s‘ nds of Chic go and De­ 
troit till i tually crowd I r ade by the 
shipmen*'of the next .
